GLADIOLUS 


JENNY  LIND 


For  a number  of  years  Mr.  Augustine  has  been  very  much  interested 
in  this  wonderful  flower  that  has  been  so  astonishingly  developed  by  the 
hybridizers  until  at  the  present  time  it  has  no  equal  as  a decorative  flower 
for  the  home  garden  and  as  a cut  flower. 

We  have  made  it  a rule  in  the  past  to  handle  only  hardy  plants,  but 
have  decided  we  must  put  Gladiolus  on  our  list. 

Gladioli,  blooming  as  they  do  from  July  until  frost,  when  flowers  are 
scarce,  and  being  so  easily  propagated  by  even  the  novice  in  gardening,  it 
pays  well  to  plant  the  finer  varieties. 

A few  rows  of  Gladioli  planted  in  the  flower  or  vegetable  garden  will 
be  a great  pleasure  for  three  months. 

CULTURAL  INSTRUCTIONS 

Plant  four  inches  deep  in  rich,  well  prepared  garden  soil,  double  or 
single  rows,  six  inches  apart.  Give  frequent  and  good  shallow  cultiva- 
tion. Watering  helps  during  dry  weather. 


Cutting  Bloom.  Leave  at  least  four  leaves  when  cutting  to  develop 
bulb.  If  cut  when  first  blossom  opens,  cut  off  half  inch  of  stem  each 
day  and  give  fresh  water  and  they  will  open  to  the  tip  end  and  last  a 
week  or  more. 

Digging.  Keep  varieties  separate  and  well  marked.  Dig  after  first 
light  frost;  cut  off  tops  and  let  dry  in  shade  for  a week  or  more.  Store 
as  you  would  potatoes.  Keep  bulbs  well  ventilated,  remove  bulblets  and 
plant  one  inch  deep  thickly;  they  wTill  bloom  the  second  year.
